Teaſons, and warm climates. The chairaQeriitic ſympimos of this AﬀeRion, are a violent 
and al:nolt inceTant Vomiting, and Lovſeneſs, moiſt trequently accompanied with ſevere 
griping pains of the Stomach and Bowels. "[hoſe-caſcs which J had an opportunity of 
{ceing, were readily cured by large aad repeated doſes of Opium. 

In September and October the Small Pox became ſo general, and were of ſo fatal a 
kind, that the Monthly Committee of the Dilpeaſary, were-of opinion that a General 
Inoculation of the poor and. indigent Inhabitants, would be attended with very benefi- 
cial effects. F arly in the month of November, a General Inoculation accordingly took 
place. Great numbers were inoculate. not only by the Su geon to the Diſpenſary, but al- 
ſo by moſt of the other Surgeons in the Town. By this ſalutary meaſure the City of 
Carliſle was in the ſpace of two months, totally freed from a moit dangerous and Kral 
diſorder, which has been raging in different parts of the County with the utmoſt violence. 
The number of perſons affected with the natural Small Pox in Whitchaven, within the 

laſt Gx months, have been almoſt incredible, and it is a melancholy truth, that ſcarcely 
one in three ſurvived. In Wigton and its neighbourhood they have been alſo extremely _ 
general and fatal. | *. 

One of the children, viz. a Girl, inoculated at the Diſpenſary, unfortunately died, 
bur I apprehend the infection had been received in the natural way before inoculation, 

hbwever to give every perſon an opportunity to judge for themſelves, it may not be im- 
proper to add the following ſhort account of her caſe. 5 

Jane Wilkinſon aged nine months, was admitted a patient in the Diſpenſary on the 
fifth of December, and was inoculated at noon on the ſame day. She was viſited on the 
eleventh, her arm was then very ſlightly inflamed, and ſhe was affected with fickneſs, and 
vomited in the forenoan, and was hot, feveriſh, and refileſs in the night. Early next 
morning ſeveral puſtules were obſerved. On the thirteenth the puſtules were numerous, 

but otherwiſe had a good appearance. On the fifteenth, and fixteenth, the whole ſur- 
face of her body was covered with eruptions. On the eighteenth the puſtules which were 
extremely ſmall and flat, became livid, and ſhe died in the night. N 

Her mother hid two other children who died of the natural Small Pox, both of whom 
were carried off nearly in a ſimilar manner. I 

Ia the caſe before us, the Small Pox made their appearance while the inflammation.of 
the arm was barely perceptible, and in fix days from the time of inoculation ; whereas 
in general the puſtules do not appear until the tenth or eleventh day ineluſive, often not 
till the twelfth,” and ſcarcely ever until the place where the matter was introduced is not 
only conſiderably inflamed, but in a ſtate of ſuppuration.

Twenty nine huſbands, and twenty three wives have died this year; ſee Table 1. 

Between 8o and 90 years of age four males, and ſeven females, ſix of whom were 
widows; and between go and ioo, one male and one female have died, ſee Table I. 

Thirty two appear to have died of Conſumptions this year, of theſe. four were chil- 
dren under five years of age; three were between five and twenty; ſixteen between tu en- 
ty and forty ; and nine between forty and ſeventy, ſee Table II.

It is pecular to children, and in them-feldom appears before eight, or aſter fourteen 
years of age. Delicate and irritable habits are moſt ſubje c to it, hence it more fre- 
quently attacks Girls than Boys. In mol! ialtances the limbs on one fide of the bod 
only are affected with convullive motions, but in the preſent caſe no part of the body
